Those things you saw moving 
against the sky last Saturday 
weren't flying saucers.

There's something 
mighty gay, and challenging, 
about balloons. On the gay 
side, they remind us of circus 
days, when we were young and 
believed in everything; days 
when all we needed was a 
ticket—and a whole, new, wide 
wonderful world opened before 
our eyes in the exciting smell 
of sawdust and the big tents. 

Those tremendous, unbeliev¬ 
able tents, where all the best 
adventures were encompassed 
within an area large enough 
to house the moon. 

What happened to those cir¬ 
cus days? It used to be that 
the elephants, and the camels, 
and those bright cars of wild 
animals came right down your 
street-even when you lived in 
a small town. And the circus 
people, from another world. The 
beautiful women in daring, 
spangly costumes, riding the 
beautiful horses that had to be 
held back, prancing, tossing 
the red and white plumes fixed 
to their heads. Maybe the 
horses were jittery because 
they were as excited as the Hagai- 
people who watched. 

The challenging part of bal¬ 
loons is the way they act. 

They're independent. They don't 
mind adding their part to an 
occasion, but on the other hand 
they can't be trained to always 
do your bidding. They won't 
jump through hoops. You can 
tie one to your hand, or your 
cap, and it'll go along with 
you—to a certain extent. But 
every now and then it will 
make you stop and face a few 
facts of life. It will remind you 
to observe a few simple rules 
concerning its true nature—or 
else. 

In the "or else," it may drift 
up beyond your reach, or mere¬ 
ly blow up in your face. What¬ 
ever its reaction, it seems quite 
willing to add to your happi¬ 
ness. It will even stand a cer¬ 
tain amount of torture. But if 
you abuse it too strenuously, 
then it gives you what you're

Community Has Been Slow In 
Response to Local Campaign 


City Officials 
Express Thanks 

City Administrator R. M. 
Baker and Water Superintend¬ 
ent A1 Freeland have asked the 
Sierra Madre News to express 
their thanks to the citizens of 
Sierra Madre for their coopera¬ 
tion during the installation of 
water mains on Highland by 
the City Water Department. 


The Kiwonis Community Fund Committee has been making 
preparations for the official launching of the Sierra Madre 
Red Feather Community Fund campaign on Oct. 27, but Dr. 
Allan Burgess, chairman of the commitee, has announced that 
requests for volunteer workers so far have bet with a poor re¬ 
sponse—with the exception of the Boy Scouts. 

Tonight there will be a meet¬ 
ing of Sierra Madre Boy Scout 
leaders and members of troop 
committees for the purpose of 
organizing themselves in a plan 
whereby they will visit approx¬ 
imately 800 homes here. This 
amount, according to Felix 
Gibian, public relations chair¬ 
man of the Sierra Madre dis¬ 
trict of Boy Scouts, represents 
about one-third the number of 
homes in Sierra Madre. 

Members of the Red Feather 
committee point out that this 
still leaves plenty of room for 
more volunteers. In the mean¬ 
time they have sent letters 
throughout the vicinity explain¬ 
ing that those who wish to con¬ 
tribute by mail will receive a 
receipt for their money, along 
with window stickers and lapel 
pins. The committee asks that 
all contributors wear their Red 
Feather pins and post the stick¬ 
ers on their windows. 

It also is reported that any¬ 
one who wishes to make his 
donations to the Red Feather 
Fund without mailing may do 
so by going to the Bank of Si¬ 
erra Madre.

MORE SPACE 
OFFERED BY 
RESIDENTS 


The Recreation Commission 
met Thursday evening, Oct. 16, 
in the City Hall, to view blue¬ 
prints of proposed recreation 
facilities for Sierra Madre. The 
plans are to be submitted to 
members of the City Council at 
their next regular meeting. 

Members present were A1 
Masters, Charles James and 
Mrs. Stanley Coutant, with Rec¬ 
reation Director Philip Mitchell. 
It was agreed that the plans 
were not final, but are intended 
to serve as a “jumping-off 
place” to enlarge and make 
better use of existing park fa¬ 
cilities. A suggested location 
for the proposed swimming pool 
is included. 


There has been another 40 
feet of land offered for sale to 
the city for the proposed off- 
street parking in the area be¬ 
hind Club Sixty and adjoining 
merchants, according to A1 
Morgan, chairman of the Park¬ 
ing Committee. This makes an 
area 165 by 200 feet that so far 
is available for purchase. 

Morgan and his committee 
are working hard to highlight 
I he importance of the proposed 
project, especially in view of 
the new business sections that 
are growing, and will continue 
to grow, around Sierra Madre. 
It has been pointed out to the 
City Council that unless action 
is soon taken to offer more 
parking space to shoppers, the 
buying public will go else¬ 
where to make their purchases. 
This fact also was one of the 
features in the town survey dis¬ 
closed by Lome Pratt before 
the Kiwanis luncheon last 
week. Pratt warned that the 
“apathy” existing here was a 
threat to the community. 

Morgan and his committee 
are acting on behalf of the 
merchants in Sierra Madre who 
are 100 per cent in favor of cre¬ 
ating new parking space for 
their customers. Morgan says 
the subject of parking space 
has been before the City Coun¬ 
cil for many years, but that no 
decision has been reached. The 
present Parking Committee was 
formed last July for the pur¬ 
pose of focusing public atten¬ 
tion upon the problem. 

"We want to get the job 
done,” Morgan says, “but we 
can’t accomplish much until 
the City Council gives us a 
definite yes or no.”

Third National Jamboree In 
Southern California in July 


Throughout every city, town 
and hamlet in the nation this 
week the rallying call is “On 
to the Pacific,” for it will bring 
over 50,000 Boy Scouts to South¬ 
ern California next July for the 
Third National Jamboree. 

The site of the 3,000 acre tent 
city is the great Irvine Ranch, 
one of the few old land-hold¬ 
ings which began in the land- 
grant system of the Spanish- 
Mexican days. One hundred and 
five special trains will travel 
257 million boy-passenger miles 
from the east, middlewest and 
south to populate the camp 
which will be larger than its 
host city, Santa Ana. Hundreds 
of chartered buses will trans¬ 
port the boys from the Pacific 
Coast region. 

According to Lee Harbottle, 
Scout executive, the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley Council will prob¬ 
ably have the second largest 
contingent of participants in 
this week-long encampment. 
Twenty-four troops of Boy 
Scouts and Explorers are now 
being selected for training for 
participation in this gigantic 
camp which will be the great¬ 
est assemblage of youth in the 
history of the free world. It will 
surpass the 1950 National Jam¬ 
boree held in historic Valley 
Forge, Pa. 

The council committee in 
charge of the selection and 
training of boys and their lead¬ 
ers along with the equipping 
and transporting of the Scout 
troops is announced this week 
by Harbottle. The committee 
chairman is R. W. Gerhart of 
San Marino and L. R. McNamee 
of Monrovia is vice-chairman. 
Also appointed are Chester F. 
Ambler, Arthur W. Gray, Dwight 
R. Bekins, R. Warren Cleary, 
Harry C. Greene, H. Benjamin 
Robison, Leslie E. Rydman, P. 
William Davis and Dr. Robert

bottle are E. M. Peterson, coun¬ 
cil president and Henry B.

Last week we ran an editorial entitled: “The People Is You.” 

Since then, quite a number of persons have told us they read 
the piece because the headline caught their attention. They 
thought a mistake in grammar had been made. We’re glad. 

We are glad because we welcome anything that will help 
focus public attention upon the Sierra Madre Red Feather Com¬ 
munity Fund campaign. 

One of the most pleasing responses we had from last week’s 
editorial was from a reader who asked if we were aware of the 
poem by John Donne which carries the same theme. We were 
aware. In fact, that’s where we got the idea. 

Another writer, Ernest Hemingway—perhaps you’ve heard of 
him—also borrowed from John Donne when he gave one of his 
novels the title: “For Whom the Bell Tolls.” A lot of people read 
the book and, later, even more people saw the motion picture by 
the same title. 

Of course we were kidding when he said “perhaps” you’ve 
heard of Hemingway. Everyone has. He’s one of the greatest. 

And it might be that one of the reasons for his greatness is his 
feeling of relationship, a wisdom of life. 

John Donne had it, too. He began this particular poem by 
pointing out that no man is an island unto himself. No man 
lives untouched by the actions of those around him. 

When you give to the Red Feather campaign you really aren’t 
giving. You are buying. You’re buying insurance. Because you 
are contributing to some of the most worthwhile organizations 
within your community. You are helping to make possible the 
survival and the progression of the Boy Scout organizations, the 
Campfire Girls, the Community Nursery School, the Girl Scouts, 
the Toy Loan, Visiting Nurse, and the Y.M.C.A. 

That’s why the Sierra Madre Red Feather Community Fund 
campaign is important to you. It isn’t a separate business re¬ 
served to one group, apart from you.

John Donne wasn’t talking about the Red Feather campaign 
when he wrote that poem from which Hemingway took the title 
of his novel, “For Whom the Bell Tolls.” But he was pointing out 
a truth that can be to your advantage if you give it a little 
thought. And action. He was giving you a clue as to how you 
can enrich, and protect, your own life—by realizing your relation¬ 
ship to every man around you. 

That’s one reason why his poem, written many years ago, the East, 30-15. 
has become so famous. Because he hit upon a truth that was as grid classic featured by the 
solid then as it is now—as it will be ten thousand centuries from PTA. When somebody figures 

out who won what, the cham¬ 
pions will get to spend an en¬ 
tire day with a cowboy star at 
a movie studio.
